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The Tidelands Issue 


E live these years in confused and 

troubled times. Prospects for peace 
are none too bright; burdens of taxation 
are heavy and oppressive; confidence in 
goverriment has palpably been under- 
mined by disclosures of venality in high 
places. Faith in our future as a free 
people still stub- 
bornly persists, but 
there is much evi- 
dence to support the 
conviction that the 
growing centraliza- 
tion of power in 
Washington is insid- 
iously eroding the 
foundations of de- 
mocracy, The trends 
have been long in 
the making, so long in fact that the ero- 
sive processes have often been indiscern- 
ible to the average citizen whose wakeful 
hours have been occupied by his per- 
sonal problems, yet the trends are unmis- 
takable nonetheless. 

Despite the inordinate complexity of 
government, however, a political issue 
occasionally arises which is so sharp in 
its meaning and so far-reaching in its 
significance and effect that it is possible 
for the average citizen to seize upon it, 
strip it of its superficialities and impond- 
erables, and hold it naked before his 
eye. It is at such a time that opportunity 
is golden and responsibility crystal clear. 
It is at such a time that his inalienable 
rights and those of his posterity must be 
asserted without equivocation if they are 
to remain thereafter within his grasp. 

An issue of such scope and importance 
is confronting him today, an issue gen- 
erally known as the tidelands contro- 
versy, and understood by him, if at ail, 
as a struggle between the states and the 
federal government for dominion over 
the coastal lands beneath the sea. It is an 
issue which perhaps has not touched him 
yet, an issue which perhaps seems abstract 
and merely jurisprudential, yet few con- 
troversies in the echelons of politics in 
many years have been potentially so 
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fraught with significance to the basic 
democratic concepts of respect for prop- 
erty rights and the integrity of local self- 
government. And the issue is by no 
means confined to the coastal states. 
Wherever there are submerged lands, 
which means in every state of the union, 
the issue is starkly real, whether it in- 
volves a river bed in an inland state or 
the underwater lands where the oceans 
wash the shores. 

For more than a hundred years the 
ownership of the tidelands reposed in- 
disputably in the coastal states. More 
than 50 decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court during that time affirmed 
and re-affirmed that ownership, and those 
decisions conformed consistently to ac- 
cepted international law. Under such 
authority the states administered its sub- 
merged lands in good faith and without 
question. Not until substantial oil de- 
posits became known on the California 
coast, and subsequently in Louisiana and 
Texas, and underwent development by 
the states, did the federal government 
and the parasitical politicians which 
bureaucracy spawns begin their relent- 
less conspiracy to vitiate the established 
rights of the states. In the organism of 
bureaucracy the smell of money is the 
oxygen of the lust for power. 

Divide and conquer became the strat- 
egy, a strategy born of another time and 
place but common everywhere in the col- 
lectivistic ideology of government. 
Doubts were first expressed in high 
places in Washington of the validity of 
California’s ownership; titles were 
clouded in uncertainty; leases executed 
in good faith were rendered helplessly 
suspect; the politically conscious Su- 
preme Court was importuned by the 
federal government to adjudicate a dis- 
pute which had not existed before. And 
all the while high officials in Washing- 
ton, including the President of the United 
States himself, were soothing Texans 
with the assurance that Texas was in an 
entirely different class, having entered 
the union by a treaty which explicitly 


affirmed the state’s ownership of its pub- 
lic lands. 

The Supreme Court’s ruling in the 
California case was a strange and pro- 
foundly disturbing decision. The major- 
ity opinion stated that “the crucial ques- 
tion .. . is not merely who owns the bare 
legal title to the lands,” and stated fur- 
ther that “the United States here asserts 
rights . . . transcending those of a mere 
property owner.” Never before had there 
emanated from the highest tribunal of 
the land judicial language which so 
cavalierly referred to basic and cherished 
rights in the terms of “bare legal title” 
and “mere property owner.” And so loose 
and generic was the language of the de- 
cision that learned lawyers were quick 
to perceive that the powers it conferred 
could be extended far beyond the tide- 
lands issue itself. 

’ Less than a month thereafter, and long 
before the echoes of the glib assurances 
to Texans had died away, the federal 
suit was filed to strip Texas of its tide- 
lands. Aware of the strength and sub- 
stance of the Texas claim, the conspira- 
tors in confiscation coupled Texas and 
Louisiana in the same indictment in an 
effort to obscure the issue. Texas was 
herded with unusual celerity before the 
bar, denied the privilege of developing 
and presenting evidence, and granted 
only two hours to defend and preserve 
the rights it had owned for a hundred 
years—rights solemnly affirmed in writ- 
ing by the Government of the United 
States in the sovereign compact which 
brought Texas into the union. 

A four-to-three division of the court, 
not even a majority opinion, stripped 
Texas of its submerged lands and 
repudiated before the world a compact 
of annexation which had the full force 
and effect of a treaty between sovereign 
nations. 

If the American citizen who does not 
live in California or Louisiana or Texas 
should harbor any illusion that he is re- 
mote from this tidelands controversy, let 
him ponder the significant fact that he 
himself, wherever he is, lives in a state 
with valuable submerged lands, and that 
many states are now producing from 
such lands enormous quantities of nat- 
ural wealth, The incubus of bureaucracy 
will sooner or later be at his own door, 
unless its insidious progress is arrested 
by the Congress of the United States, 
through legislation responsive to the will 
of the people which decisively affirms 
the rights of the states, the respect for 
private property and the integrity of 
local self-government. The issue is clearly 
before us all, and the time to act is now. 
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TEPPING into his new office as 
president of the Dallas Chamber of 
of Commerce, Ben H. Wooten predicted 
that Dallas would always be “Queen of 
the Southwest” but warned that “as in- 
dividuals and as members of the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce, we must stand 
up and be counted in 1952.” 

“What we do as a local chamber of 
commerce is important but what we do 
nationally is more important,” Mr. 
Wooten stated. 

Charged with the responsibility of 
leading one of America’s most important 
cities, Mr. Wooten and the new officers 
of the Chamber accepted their duties in 
a year much like the year that DALLAS 
magazine reported in its first issue 30 
years ago. 

Other officers, all re-elected to a second 
term include J. L. Latimer, Harold F. 
Volk and James Ralph Wood, vice presi- 
dents; P. B. Garrett, treasurer, and Geo. 
Waverley Briggs, national councilor. 

The new year is reminiscent of 1922 
when the following 30-year old January 
headlines are compared with their 1952 
counterparts: 

“Dallas County highway program

for 277 miles of improved highways 
underway, with 35 miles com- 
pleted.” 

Early this month E. H. Thornton, Jr., 
chairman of the Texas Highway Commis- 
sion, told a Dallas audience that the high- 
way department needs to keep on build- 
ing: In a keynote speech opening High- 
way Appreciation Week, the highway 
counselor said his department needs 
$100,000,000 added to its $110,000,000 
yearly budget to improve the 16,000 
miles of antiquated arterial highways in 
the state. 

“Work starts on new $50,000 
baseball park at Central, Edgewood, 
Harwood and Cooper Streets.” 

This year Dallas was making sports 
news across the nation as Giles E. Miller, 
Dallas textile mills owner, bought the 
New York Yankees of the National Pro- 
fessional Football League and changed 
their name to the Dallas Rangers. 

“Building permits pass $2,000,- 
000 third week in January, forecast- 
ing record year for 1922.” 

Dallas began 1952 with building per- 
mits just setting a new all-time high in 
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1951, estimated at $78,385,000 for the 
year. 

“Attendance of 2,400 forecast for 
convention in Dallas of Texas Hard- 
ware and Implement Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation.” 

In 1952 Dallas is looking forward to 
playing host for one of the biggest con- 
ventions ever held in the Southwest, the 
National Junior Chamber of Commerce 
convention scheduled in June. 

“Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company 
purchases 193 by 155-foot site at 
Horton and Canton for erection of 
a warehouse with approximately 
100,000 square feet of floor space.” 

The most recent news on the ware- 
housing scene is a multi-million dollar 
purchase of the 9-story Butler Brothers 
Building on South Ervay by J. N. Fisher, 
Dallas real estate operator. Mr. Fisher 
has announced plans to convert the struc- 
ture into a merchandise mart and office 
building. 

“Excavation finshed for new First 
Methodist Church at Ross and Har- 
wood to cost $1,000,000.” 

Still operating at the same location, 
the First Methodist Church is gaining 
national attention with two inventions 
that were unheard of when DALLAS be- 
gan publication—sound movies and tele- 
vision. A movie production by Ham- 
mond Coffman about the Methodist Hos- 
pital has been selected for national dis- 
tribution and the church’s television pro- 
gram, “The Pastor Calls” has won na- 
tional acclaim. 

“Spring market season of the 
wholesale merchants’ department of 
the Dallas Chamber of Commerce is 
ushered in with an elaborate style 

pageant at the Majestic Theater, with 
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Miss Estella Moore presiding as 
‘Queen of Fashion’.” 

The 1952 January market of the Amer- 
ican Fashion Association, just ended, at- 
tracted nearly 6,000 buyers from 18 
states and filled three Dallas hotels. 


The new Chamber president is presi- 
dent of the First National Bank in Dal- 
las and the First National Securities 
Company, chairman of the board of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank of Little Rock, 
Arkansas, and a director of the Hillcrest 
State Bank of University Park and the 
American National Bank of Oak Cliff. 

Mr. Wooten has been a director of the 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce since 1951 
and was chairman of the budget and fi- 
nance committee. Under his leadership, 
the Chamber has completed a fund rais- 
ing drive making possible a $90,000 re- 
modeling project now under construction. 
He is also a director of the East Texas 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Latimer has spent his entire busi- 
ness career with Magnolia Petroleum 
Company except for his period of World 
War I service. He has been president of 
both Magnolia Petroleum Company and 
Magnolia Pipe Line Company since Jan- 
uary, 1946. He is a director and vice 
president of the Dallas Citizens’ Council. 

Mr. Volk has been head of Volk 
Brothers Company since 1935, when he 
succeeded to the presidency upon the 
death of his father, Leonard Volk. Mr. 
Volk is also president of the Volk Realty 
Company. He has served as president of 
the National Shoe Retailers’ Association. 

Mr. Wood is president of the South- 
western Life Insurance Company. He is 
a director of the State Fair of Texas, Dal- 
las County Community Chest and the 
Dallas Citizens’ Council. 


P. B. GARRETT 
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Mr. Garrett has been president of the 
Texas Bank and Trust Company since 
1945. 

Mr. Briggs is vice president and senior 
trust officer at the First National Bank. 
He is a former president of the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Directors of the Dallas Chamber of

Mr. Douglas has been president of the 
Hotels Statler Company since 1945, after 
serving as executive vice president and 
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treasurer since 1939. He joined the com- 
pany as secretary and treasurer in July, 
1937, and has been a director since 1938. 

He is president and a director of New 
York Hotel Statler Company, Statler 
Management, Inc., Statler Studios, Inc., 
and Hotel Statler Corporation of Cali- 
fornia. He is also a trustee of the Dollar 
Savings Bank of New York-City amd a 
director of Sidney Blumenthal & Com- 
pany of New York City.

Every Month for Thirty Years

HIRTY years ago, January, 1922, 

the first issue of DALLAS was pub- 
lished. It was dedicated to two basic 
propositions: to keep Dallas Chamber 
of Commerce members in closer touch 
with the organization and to tell the 
“Dallas Story” to the nation. 

Every month for three decades it has 
served as a graphic monthly report on 
the activities of the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce and Dallas’ progress, reach- 
ing the desk of every member as regu- 
larly as their daily newspaper and going 
out over the nation to qualified industrial 
prospects. 

The founding of DALLAS marked one 
of the most significant years in Dallas 
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Chamber of Commerce history. Then a 
city of 200,000 people, Dallas was in the 
midst of its greatest building program 
up to that time. It was also on the 
threshold of tremendous development in 
oil, industry and wholesale distribution. 
Today Dallas is a city of a half-million 
people still leading the Southwest in most 
major business indexes, going forward 
with its greatest private and public build- 
ing program and expanding its industry 
and commerce by leaps and bounds. 
DALLAS itself may provide one of 
the key reasons for the remarkable 
growth and expansion of this city during 
its 30 years of publication. In presenting 
the “Dallas Story” it has reflected the 


Dallas spirit. It has caught the glamour 
and human interest of Dallas business 
life. Its pages have captured and held 
the interest of office boys, secretaries and 
top executives, professional men and 
small merchants. It has capitalized on 
latent Dallas civic pride by giving every 
member of the Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce — and countless thousands of 
other through the years—the real facts 
on Dallas in graphic form. 

It has made reading DALLAS a 
monthly habit of its rank and file and 
top business leaders, and this same habit 
has extended to several thousand execu- 
tives over the nation who read the maga- 
zine every month to keep pace with the 
ever expanding Dallas Southwest. 

Its bound volumes form a compact 
and concise history of Dallas’ growth— 
and the solid achievements of the Dallas 
Chamber of Commerce. 

This issue marks the beginning of 
DALLAS’ fourth decade of service. Dur- 
ing the 30 years of its existence it has 
never missed an issue. Among chamber 
of commerce magazines it has established 
an unmatched record for stability and 
editorial excellence. Today it is recog- 
nized almost universally as the top cham- 
ber of commerce magazine in the nation. 

The DALLAS magazine was founded 
on the recommendation of the 1921 Pub- 
licity Committee of the Dallas Chamber 
of Commerce. The board of directors 
approved the project that same year. The 
experiment of 30 years ago has proved 
to be a sound business venture. DALLAS 
has almost without exception shown a 
substantial profit during all its years of 
service. Its expanding advertising vol- 
ume, especially during the post-war 
years, has enabled it to set the pace for 
the nation in its field by the use of color, 
typography and art work placing it on a 
par with magazines of national circula- 
tion and enabling it to better and more 
graphically present the ever expanding 
“Dallas Story.” 

Its growth as a recognized advertis- 
ing medium has also provided the acid 
test of its value and readership. From a 
modest number of pages and simple 
format in its early years, DALLAS to- 
day often runs a hundred pages and its 
advertisers not only include leading Dal- 
las business institutions but a growing 
number of regional and national adver- 
tisers who place space through leading 
advertising agencies of the Southwest 
and the nation. 

The magazine has had the same name 
throughout the years except for the pe- 
riod from 1935 until 1939 when it was 
called Southwest Business for the time it 
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served as an official organ for the Texas 
Centennial Central Exposition in Dallas 
and the Greater Pan-American Exposi- 
tion. 

The original editor of DALLAS, Z. E. 
Black, now convention manager for the 
Dallas Chamber of Commerce, served in 
that capacity until 1926. He was suc- 
ceeded by his assistant, M. L. Bohan, 
now a roving ambassador for the State 
Department. Editors who have served 
since include E. C. (Gene) Wallis, who 
died in 1943; Clyde V. Wallis, his 
brother, now a vice president of the Mer- 
cantile Bank; Andrew W. DeShong, now 
assistant to the general manager of the 
Chance-Vought Division of United Air- 
craft; James F. Chambers, Jr., now man- 
aging editor of the Dallas Times-Herald ; 
Herbert DeShong, brother of Andy De- 
Shong, now publicity director for the 
Dallas Regional Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion; Gordon Brown, publicity director 
in the Dallas Office for the War Savings 
Bond Division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment; Clifton Blackmon, who served as 
editor from December, 1943, to March, 
1951, now assistant vice president in 
charge of advertising and public relations 
for the First National Bank in Dallas. 
Horace Ainsworth is the current editor.

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During its 30 years DALLAS has had 
only four advertising managers. The first 
was Mr. Bohan, who later became editor. 
He was succeeded by Earl Y. Bateman, 
who served for many years and is now 
on the sales staff of the West Disinfect- 
ing Company. He was succeeded by Ed 
Floyd who died in 1945. The current 
advertising manager is Tom McHale 
who took over the post with the No- 
vember, 1945, issue. 

Present staff members of DALLAS in- 
clude Miss Bettye Elrod, editorial assist- 
ant, and Miss Rita Goodberlet, assistant 
in the advertising department. 

“Through the years DALLAS has 
adhered strictly to its original purpose. 
Month by month its has recorded the 
accomplishments of the various working 
committees of the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce. It has set out its programs 
and objectives every month to every 
member. It has recorded pictorially the 
rise of the Dallas skyline and the con- 
stant expansion of greater Dallas. It has 
charted and illustrated in detail the 
month by month industrial, commercial 
and financial growth of Dallas. It has 
provided Dallas Chamber of Commerce 
members and citizens generally with an 
ever present handbook of vital facts and

information on their city and their 
Chamber of Commerce. 

DALLAS has never tried to compete 
with the fine daily newspapers of this 
city on spot news. It has always recog- 
nized its primary function—to sell Dal- 
las and the Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce.

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A New Plant 
For Producing 
Tomorrows Leaders 


HENOMINAL growth and fantastic 

expansions have become every-day 
occurrances on the vigorous Dallas busi- 
ness scene. 

For a company to double its volume 
in a year’s time is just routine business 
in some quarters. 

But even expansion-minded Dallas cit- 
izens sit up and take note when they hear 
of an institution beginning operations in 
a loaned building without any fixed as- 
sets and after a brief seven years moving 
into its own new $350,000 plant. 

That’s growth, even in Dallas language. 

That’s also the story of the Park Cities 
Y.M.C.A. 

At first glance, the new Y.M.C.A. at 
6000 Preston Road appears to be a de- 
luxe club for young people — which, 
among other things, it is. It is also a 
practical, economical building to house 
recreational, educational and Christian 
activities for young and old. 

Visitors are first impressed with the 
clean, open beauty of the place. 

Instead of being decorated with fancy 
fabrics and expensive drapes, softening 
affects are achieved through color and 
lighting, which was neither expensive nor 
fragile. 


Ultra-modren architecture and furnish- 
ings feature wide-open expanses of glass. 

The wall at the entrance is all glass 
except for a slab of marble. It has one 
decorative note: large letters shaping the 
words, “And Jesus increased in wisdom 
and in stature and in favor with God and 
man.” 

Located at 6000 Preston Road, the 
Park Cities Y.M.C.A. serves men, women 
and children in the entire Town North 
area, including Preston Hollow, the In- 
wood-Bluff View district and the Park 
Cities. 

Planned primarily for use by teen- 
agers, the interior has three very large 
rooms and five small ones for group use. 
Largest is the great hall, which is 50 by 
75 feet. It will be used for large dinners, 
dances, dramatics and lectures. At one 
end of the room is a stage, already out- 
fitted with a baby grand piano. Its saw- 
tooth ceiling and offset walls make for 
the best accoustics. One long side is hung 
with dull green draperies. Simple straight 
chairs with bright yellow plastic covers 
line the other wall. 

The teen-age room is another enor- 
mous affair. containing a double fire- 
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place, pingpong tables and a television 
set. 

On the first floor is a great, shining 
kitchen, and upstairs, connected by a 
dumb waiter, is a small, auxiliary one. 
Other small rooms include a crafts shop, 
a snack bar, and a tiny gem of a chapel. 
The chapel, which seats 30 youngsters, 
has two walls of deep blue and two of 
light oak paneling. A simple chancel is 
adorned with a plain cross of the wood, 
and the words, “Do unto others as you 
would have done unto you.” 

Outdoor facilities include a terrace on 
the roof, equipped with a fireplace for 
barbecuing, and an enormous paved area 
for roller-skating, ball games and dances. 
The building is steam-heated and air- 
conditioned throughout. 

Furniture throughout the building is 
low, light in color and durable. A stun- 
ning effect is achieved in the senior 
lounge with a color scheme of yellow,

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rust, turquoise and brown. In most places, 
the color is supplied by plastic surfaces, 
easily cleaned and tough enough to take 
hard use. 

Ed E. Sammons served as chairman of 
the building committee. Other members 
included Lloyd Messersmith, Joe Balis- 
teri, Ralph Porter, Wilson Schoellkopf, 
Ben Lee Boynton, Felix McKnight, Ra- 
leigh Hortenstine and E. B. Germany. 

Gerald Furr is executive secretary of 
the branch and is assisted by Jim Hotch- 
kiss. Other staff members include secre- 
taries, 16 part-time assistants and innu- 
merable volunteers from among parents 
and friends. 

George Dahl was architect and engineer 
for the building, which cost $350,000. 

It is a new-type Y.M.C.A., so new and 
so well thought of by the “Y” itself that 
professional men from many parts of the 
country are coming to see it. 

The board of management and the ex- 
ecutives of the Park Cities “Y” have long 
dreamed of their own building. For sev- 
eral years, they have been operating in a 
frame building at 3802 University Boule- 
vard, made available by the city of Uni- 
versity Park. They also made use of every 
park, play area and school ground in the 
area, using the swimming pool at South- 
ern Methodist University. 

The new building is only one unit of 
the complete plan. The second unit, to 
be built as soon as funds are available, 
will include a swimming pool, locker 
rooms and a gymnasium. 

The Park Cities Y.M.C.A. is only one 
of the six branches of the Dallas “Y.” To 
support this and all branches of the “Y” 
some 1,100 Dallas men (and a sprinkling 
of women) enrolled late this month as 
workers in an annual campaign. 

In the interest of the youth of the 
community, its health and general wel- 
fare, these citizens are striving for new

and renewed memberships for all six 
branches of the “Y.” 

A goal of 9,650 new and renewed 
memberships has been set for the 1952 
drive. These members may be men, 
women or children, irrespective of race 
or creed. : 

General chairman for the “Y” drive is 
Leonard T. Blaisdell, who served in the 
same capacity last year. Mr. Blaisdell is 
a retired commercial vice president of 
General Electric Company, who is mak- 
ing a vocation now of community pro- 
jects. Branch chairmen are Wilson 
Driggs, for Downtown Branch; the Rev- 
erend C. C. Cyphers for Moorland; Ken- 
neth Polson, Oak Cliff; R. T. Behannon 
for Park Cities, with Frank Larson and 
Been Lee Boynton as co-chairmen; R. M. 
Freeman for South Dallas and Carl 
Gregory for Camp Grady Spruce. 


The current Y.M.C.A. campaign has 
as its central theme, “Fun, fitness and 
friendship.” The “Y” trains boys 
through activities boys like; the health 
program helps to keep boys physically 
fit; and the “Y” teaches boys how to live 
together and builds lasting friendships. 

The Dallas “Y” was organized in 1885 
and is the oldest member of the Com- 
munity Chest family. 

A favorite Downtown Y.M.C.A., fea- 
ture among Dallas businessmen is the 
recently completed Health Club. With 
sleek, modernistic quarters, the club’s 
services include massages, electric cab- 
inet baths, ultra-violet and infra-red ray 
treatments, relaxing rooms, salt baths, 
individual exercise programs, corrective 
and body building exercises and full 
privileges of the Y.M.C.A.

Farmers Branch Area 
Opened for Industry 


LREADY two national industries 
have built plants in the newest and 
one of the largest restricted industrial 
districts in the Southwest. Located on 
the north rim of the Dallas city limits, 
the new Farmers Branch Industrial Dis- 
trict covers 350 acres owned by A. Webb 
Roberts, Dallas business executive. 
Seeing the need for another rail-facili- 
tated and properly zoned industrial area, 
Donald V. Fraser, president of the Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas Railroad, announced 
plans to bring about the development of 


the Farmers Branch area with the offer- 
ing of rail facilities. Plans were begun 
about 18 months ago for this new indus- 
trial tract when the Katy-developed 
Airlawn Industrial District was near 
completion. 

The Airlawn district covers an area of 
256 acres. Thirty-six industries have in- 
vested more than $20,000,000 in perma- 
nent modern buildings. 

Facilities in the Farmers Branch Dis- 
trict have been completed for two indus- 
tries, the Westinghouse Lamp Division

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warehouse and the Thompson Can Com- 
pany. 

Dallas business leaders, electrical sup- 
ply dealers and several hundred other 
persons were guests of the Westinghouse 
Lamp Division at an open house in its 
new plant on January 25. Welcoming the 
visitors were Westinghouse officials, in- 
cluding S. C. Cline, St. Louis, district 
manager; H. E. Tlishker, Bloomfield, 
New Jersey, general sales manager, and 
R. K. Leonard, Dallas, manager of the 
Westinghouse Lamp Division. The ware- 
house construction is ultra-modern. 

The Thompson Can Company, which 
was incorporated in Texas 24 years ago, 
moved into their new plant without a 
formal opening. It is located just off the 
old Denton highway. 

Valley View Lane is now under con- 
struction through Farmers Branch and 
will run directly southwest to Highway 
183, coming out near the Midway Air- 
port. Proposed highway improvements 
will place Farmers Branch on a four-lane 
express highway from downtown Dallas. 

The new industrial area is within the 
Dallas shipping industry and the motor 
freight pick-up. 

“All of the basic necessities for an 
industry are in this district,” said H. 
Gifford Till, director of Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas Railroad’s industrial development 
department. 

Modern arrangements of industrial 
buildings will be provided for both heavy 
and light industries. The area will be 
restricted to provide for industrial build- 
ings of modern design and construction, 
broad, expansive streets and landscaped 
lawns. Restrictions provide for masonry 
construction, uniform set-backs from the 
highway and streets, with rail and truck 
entrances to be from the rear or side. 

Farmers Branch Industrial District is 
served by a 66-inch pipeline of filtered 
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water with 100 pounds of pressure from 
Dallas’ new $6,000,000 water plant which 
is located within two miles of the dis- 
trict. The Texas Power and Light Com- 
pany has completed installation of power 
lines to the area and a plentiful supply 
of natural gas is assured by the Lone 
Star Gas Company. 

The area is on the Dallas dial system 
of the Southwestern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany. A new municipal sewer plant has 
been completed by the Farmers Branzh 
Community to provide adequate sewage 
disposal facilities. 

Labor supply is of particular interest 
to new industries. The Texas Employ- 
ment Commission pointed out that this 
immediate area has a population of ap- 
proximately 30,000 people. Recent re- 
ports show .hat 325,000 persons live 
within commuting distance of the new 
district. 


Residential districts and a 30-acre 
shopping center are the other attractions 
of the newly developed area. 

Homes are now being constructed by 
three builders, J. W. Culpepper, Grady 
Kates, Jr., and Henry J. Kersey. They 
are planning to build 143 homes. The 
project is already underway. 

“Development in the Farmers Branch 
Industrial District is in line with the 
continuing movement of manufacturers 
and distributing firms to suburban areas 
away from heavy city traffic,” said Mr. 
Roberts. 

“The district offers a special oppor- 
tunity for companies planning to market 
their products not only in to this area 
but also to the north and west. Its entire 
area is readily accessible from Farmers 
Branch by excellent highways over which 
trucks can travel without facing city 
traffic problems,” he said. 


Dallas measures up as a good manu- 
facturing location according to a United 
States Department survey concerning in- 
dustrial plant locations. The survey, 
made in the past five years, covered some 
75 industry groups. 

Factors which were reported by the 
department to influence the decisions of 
choosing a plant site were: distribution 
facilities, tax structure, transporation fa- 
cilities, labor markets, industrial fuel, 
location of production material, laws 
and regulations, power, water, living 
conditions and climate. 

Dallas industrial areas face these fac- 
tors. The developers know that these 
wants weigh in the decisions of indus- 
trialists evaluating Dallas as the location 
for new or expanded facilities. 

Millions of dollars have been poured 
into the economy of this area, indicating 
Dallas’ industrial growth in recent years.

é gen Better Business Bureau in Dallas 
each year renders approximately 
30,000 individual services to the public 
and protects and guides the expenditure 
of more than $3,000,000 away from the 
racketeers and grafters into legitimate 
business channels. 

“The bureau has the heaviest load in 
its history, and the demands on it for 
service continue to multiply,” says Wil- 
liam S. Henson who is heading the organ- 
ization’s first educational and member- 
ship campaign in its 3l-year history. 

The Better Business Bureau is the 
agency through which business polices 
its own activities in the public interest. 

“If we are to keep our town safe and 
clean, if we are to give our customers 
the proper protection, both our present 
membership and our present budget must 
be revised upward drastically. Our 
budget at this time is about $35,000 a 
year. It is inadequate for the positive 
program business needs in Dallas,” Mr. 
Henson said. 

“Our Better Business Bureau needs a 
minimum operating budget of $60,000 a 
year to meet the problems brought on by 
the fast growth of Dallas, the intensifying 
competition of business, and the contin- 
uous efforts of fly-by-night operators to 
drain off dollars that should go into legi- 
timate business channels.” 

J. A. McKendrick recently was named 
manager of the membership department 
of the Better Business Bureau to provide 
year-round servicing to members of the 
organization, and to carry on a contin- 
uous sales effort to enlist new members 
in the organization. Mr. McKendrick 
previously was with the U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Mr. Henson is being assisted in the 
campaign by two co-chairmen, James K. 
Wilson and Gus K. Weatherred, and by 
a corps of more than 60 businessmen- 
workers. B. F. McLain is president of 
the bureau, and G. Duffield Smith is 
executive vice president and managing 
director. 

“The need for an aggressive Better 
Business Bureau program has never been 
so great,” the campaign chairman said. 

“Governments seek constantly to po- 
lice business and to enforce standards of 
practice. The Better Business Bureau is 
the instrumentality set up by business - 
itself to do the job in accordance with 
the American free enterprise system.” 

Sixty-one business firms were added 
to the membership of the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau last month, bringing the 
number of new members to 181 for the 
year 1951, In addition, 11 more firms 
have voluntarily increased their annual 
membership dues, bringing the number 
of firms doing so to 70. 

“This fine showing,” Mr. Henson 
stated, “is evidence of the realization by 
our business community of the impor- 
tance of the work of the Better Business 
Bureau and of adequately supporting it. 
Mr. Weatherred and Mr. Wilson join 
me in thanking the many business leaders 
who have assisted us in extending the 
bureau’s influence and support during 
1951.” 

“We earnestly solicit your continued 
assistance and co-operation during the 
new year,” he said, pointing out that 
the membership campaign is working 
toward the goal of 2,000 members.

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Your Home and Mine 


By Frank Watts, published by the 
Naylor Company, 183 pages, $3.00. 


UST recently published by the Naylor 
Company in San Antonio is Frank 
Watts’ book on the great American fam- 
ily goal — home ownership. Mr. Watt 
has written his book for the average 
American who knows very little about 
the technical end of buying a home and 
protecting his investment after he has 
bought it. 

For the average family the purchase 
of a home is the largest single investment 
of a lifetime, and this book answers the 
various questions that come to the 
buyer’s mind, and offers suggestions as 
to how certain situations can be met 
with competent advice. It does not in 
any sense strive to offer legal advice, but 
merely sets down the procedure with 
which mortgage loans are handled and 
explains clearly the meaning of various 
terms which would tend to make the 
buying or selling of property under- 
standable to the parties involved. 

The book is divided into the following 
sections: section I, “Your Home Loan, 
or Mortgage,” which discusses a mort- 
gage and its definition and purpose, the 
mortgage papers, FHA loans, GI loans, 
combination loans, conventional loans 


and repair loans; section II, “Loan Pay- 
ments,” which explains amortization, in- 
stallments, homestead exemption, mort- 
gage redemption insurance, etc; section 
III, “Defaults or Delinquencies;” sec- 
tion IV, “Gratuity Payment from the 
Veterans Administration;” section V, 
“Your Property,” giving every aspect 
from the plans and specifications to loss 
by fire or other hazards; section VI dis- 
cusses every phase of “Sale of Your 
Property;” section VII tells all about the 
meaning and purpose of “Foreclosure;” 
section VII is entitled “Foreclosure Com- 
pleted ;” section IX is devoted entirely to 
“The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief 
Act of 1940, As Amended,” and section 
X is the “Relation with Your Lender.” 

All in all “Your Home and Mine” is 
a good reference book for the average 
person planning to buy or build a home, 
or if you have already become a home- 
owner, for it answers many of the ques- 
tions that automatically comes to one’s 
mind. Too, it will serve to make the some- 
what technical terms more familiar and 
understandable when discussing a home 
loan with your lender. 

Veterans who bought their homes un- 
der the provisions of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act will be particularly 
interested in what Mr. Watt explains 
about the selling and repurchasing of a 
veteran’s home. Also, the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Civil Relief Act of 1940, as 
amended, will be beneficial reading. 

Mr. Watt, who is from our neighbor 
city across the Trinity, is a mortgage 
banker, and has written his book in an 
easy style, with reference readily acces- 
sible. He knows his subject, and has 
treated it in a straight forward text book 
manner.—Jerry Porter.

EEP in the depression year of 1933, 

a classified advertisement appeared 
in the Tulsa World indicating an open- 
ing for an alert, aggressive salesman. The 
country in those days was over-run by 
alert, aggressive but unemployed sales- 
men, and a good proportion of them 
probably trooped over to Tulsa’s Mayo 
Hotel to try to sell themselves. 

Among these legions of job seekers 
was a little lady who had never taken up 
anything more serious than golf or 
bridge in her entire life. She marched 
up for her interview bedecked in a 
healthy sunburn, flat-heeled shoes and a 
golf outfit. The interviewer was so agast 
he hired her on the spot, and Mrs. 
Rowena Garrison has been selling ever 
since. 

Midway in her career she switched 
from books to brassieres, but with her 
puppy dog friendliness and innate per- 
suasiveness, she could probably sell salt 
tablets to an Eskimo. Five years ago, a 
back injury forced Mrs. Garrison to start 
hiring salesmen instead of being one, and 
she quickly pushed to the front ranks 
among Southwest manufacturers’ repre- 
sentatives for women’s and children’s 
clothing. 

This year, Mrs, Garrison expects to 
run up a $1,000,000 volume, probably 
the largest in her line in these parts. This 
represents a mere $200,000 boost over 
1951, but Mrs. Garrison is an incurable 
optimist. What’s more, say her business 
friends, she’ll probably make it. 

Mrs. Garrison’s customers are the buy- 
ers in department stores and specialty 
stores throughout the Southwest and a 
few Southeastern states. By teaching her 
two female and six male salesmen that 
they must create more than business 
friendships with buyers, and by carefully 
selecting eight top clothing lines, Mrs. 
Garrison seemingly has hit upon a good 
formula for success. 

Her good nature refuses to be ruffled

by a business that is notorious for its 
ulcer-producing effects, and friends say 
Mrs. Garrison gets a great kick out of the 
stiff competition in the garment indus- 
try. 

Mrs. Garrison is a short, peppy busi- 
ness woman who peers confidently at the 
world from behind gold-trimmed horn- 
rimmed glasses. Most of her working 
hours are spent at her office in the Whole- 
sale Merchants Building. Her business 
year, however, is punctuated by swings 
around her vast sales territory, buyers 
markets and trips to New York and Cali- 
fornia fashion centers. She finds about 
fifteen minutes every few days to super- 
vise a retail store called the Holiday 
Shop that she owns in Oak Cliff. 

Mrs. Garrison’s male salesmen out- 
number the females three to one. Wom- 
en are harder to control, she explains 
with a smile, and, besides, they have too 
many outside interests—like homes and 
families. She's kidding, of course, and 
won’t stop talking about her grandchil- 
dren if you give her the chance. 

Life started for Mrs. Garrison as 
though she would never have anything 
but these “outside interests.” She was 
born in El Dorado, Missouri, a small 
resort town that Harry Truman and fam- 
ily used to visit. Mrs. Garrison doesn’t 
remember ever seeing the Trumans. 

She went to a private school in Odessa, 
Missouri, and then got ready for college. 
But she was married instead, and took 
up housekeeping in Tulsa. Both her golf 
(down in the low eighties) and her 


bridge improved until that day in 1933 
when Mrs. Garrison answered the ad in 
the World. 

Her first employer was Bookhouse for 
Children and Mrs. Garrison was assigned 
the state of Oklahoma. Although books 
were hard to peddle during the depres- 
sion, she earned the nickname of “Order- 
a-day” Garrison. Bookhouse soon made 
her regional manager of Wyoming and 
Colorado, then pulled her into Chicago 
for a special sales experiment, then 
named her boss of the lush Ohio region. 

It seemed that Mrs. Garrison would be 
a bookworm all her life. Abruptly, in 
1940, she got a call from her brother, 
W. T. Martin, of Dallas. Jansen Knitting 
Mills was going to offer her a job, and 
she was to take it whether it meant a 
salary cut or not, he said. 

Mrs. Garrison agreed. She “wanted to 
see what was over the hill” and strolled 
into the garment industry jungle. Her 
first prospect for Jansen was Mrs, Dor- 
othy Townsend, a buyer at A. Harris and 
Company. 

“My hand was shaking so hard I 
couldn’t write,” Mrs. Garrison recalls. 
“Mrs. Townsend told me to come back 
the next day and she would give me an 
order. Everyone told me a new order 
for a new line would have to go through 
channels. But Mrs. Townsend knew she 
was my first customer and got the pur- 
chase okayed. 

“Next day I went back to Harris’ and 
Mrs. Townsend had a $180 order ready. 
I’ve liked this business ever since.”

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HE volume and tempo of Elm Street vehicle and shopping traffic was 

much lower about 1932 when the above photograph was taken showing 
the Cullum & Boren Company retail store. At that time this pioneer Dallas 
firm had been serving Dallas three decades. Founded in 1902 as a partnership 
of T. M. Cullum and W. A. Boren, this business was a two-man organization 
in its early years. The firm originally occupied the ground floor of a three- 
story building at Elm and Griffin Streets in an old part of town. The rest of 
the building was the private domain of the fabulous railroad magnate, E. H. R. 
Green. After a few years of getting established the business grew and the 
young sporting goods firm purchased the building from the late Judge M. M. 
Crane. It was only a few years later when W. A. Boren sold his interest in 
the business, although the firm name was continued unchanged. A traveling 
salesman before he founded his business, Mr. Cullum traveled on the road 
for his own firm during its early days to help establish the jobbing business. 
Soon after moving into their present quarters the firm also got into manufac- 
turing and today Red Fox athletic uniforms are standard throughout the 
Southwest. Through Mr. Cullum the firm had a part in promoting several 
national sporting projects. The principal one was his origination of Southwest- 
ern Baseball Week, which was enlarged in 1919 into National Baseball 
Week. He also promoted fishing with a slogan “A Pond for Every Farm.” 
Today the firm has attained recognized leadership in the Southwest as whole- 
salers and retailers of sporting goods, and manufacturers of Red Fox athletic 
equipment. Now in its fiftieth year the firm is under the management of 
Will R. Wilson, chairman of the board, who has been associated with the 
firm since 1903; George Pierce, president; Gordon Cullum, vice-president, 
and Tom Wilson, secretary-treasurer.
